W as h i n g t o n , A p r i l 
¡Special.]— How 
to org anise the island of Cuba into a sta­ 
ble, progressiv e and successful g ov ernment 
that shall he able to keep the peace, to 
proti ct the rig hts of all the j/eoplo and to 
giv o prosperity to the Pearl of the Antilles 
is a problem which is already occupying 
the attention of many public men in Wash­ 
ington. 
Now that cong ress has taken its 
stand and giv en its authority to the pros! 
dent to proceed to the pacification and lib 
oration o f the island, and now that we are 
entering upon tho g reat task which cir 
cumstancos imposed upon us, m any astute 
observ ers In Washington think tho heav ­ 
iest part of our job is to come when wo 
turn our attention to the reconstruction of 
tho island. 
Whether we permit the insurg ent g ov ­ 
ernment to assume tho reins of g ov ern­ 
ment or insist that a plebiscite b o issued 
and a new g ov ernment be formed does not 
m aterially change the facts. 
No matter 
how the problem is looked at, it seems to 
ho the imperativ e duty of the United .States 
to retain control in Cuba long enoug h to 
make sure that a successful g ov ernm ent Is 
set up there. 
Not till this is done and the 
fertile Island, so long rav aged by war and 
disorder and official corruption, is assured 
the blessings of a stable and enlig htened 
gov ernment, will tho United States hav e 
a rig ht to withdraw its strong arm. 
This 
is tho v iew taken of the question by a 
great number of public men with whom 
your correspondent has talked. 


A IMfllcult Tank. 


In the opinion of many this Is g oing to 
he u difficult task. 
In any country the 
ruling class is the employ ing class, tho 
class which controls tho money, the es­ 
tates, the factories, the banks, the rail­ 
roads, the commercial houses, tho indus­ 
trial activ ities. 
A country ruled by tho 
elements of the population which hav e lit­ 
tle or nothing is an anomaly. It is as sure 
to fail and collapse as is a country in 
which tho capitalistic class 
has ev ery­ 
thing to say and the employed people 
nothing. 
In Cuba, I am told, almost without ex­ 
cep tion the employ ing class is composed 
of .Spaniards, Americans or other foreig n­ 
ers. Very few Cubans are wealthy enough 
to employ help beyond a serv ant or two In 
their families. 
Some of the educated Cu 
bans are professional men, and successful 
ones, too, but tho bulk of the money of 
the island and the industrialism nro in tho 
hands of Spaniards. 
These Spaniards are 
opposed to a republic. They hav e no faith 
in that form of g ov ernment because they 
doubt the fitness of the Cuban masses for 
meeting tho responsibility of self rule. 
They fear that if a republic is set up it 
will last only a short time, falling to 
pieces of its own weig ht or splitting upon 
the rocks of dissension and hitter factional 
quarrels. 
If the Cubans are left to run 
tho island in their own way, think not 
only the Spaniards, hut the Americans and 
the other foreigners who own proi%rty in 
the island, there will bn another armed 
rebellion in less than a year. 
For these reasons the property ow ning 
classes, w ith tew exceptions, fav or annex­ 
ation to tho United States. 
They believ e 
annexation would be the best thing for the 
Cubans thomsol v us. 
It m ig ht not satisfy 
tho sentimental aspirations of tho people 
fur complete independence, but it would 
giv e them a settled and safe g ov ernment; 
t> would g iv e them freedom from tho cor­ 
ruption and inefficiency of any g ov ern­ 
ment that, Is managed by Spaniards or 
men of Spanish descent, and without much 
doubt it would bring to the island a period 
of prosperity such as it has not known in 
many years. 
A B rlli ate P ro b lem . 
But the people of the United States hav e 
committed themselv es to the declaration 
that we do not want to annex the island. 
We hav e declared through congress that it 
is our purpose to aid the people of Cuba In 
setting up their own g ov ernment. 
It is 
ju-t here that there arises a most compli 
rated and delicate problem. 
No one be­ 
liev es tho insurg ents are strong enoug h to 
set up a civ il gov ernment that will stand 
don e . 
J u s t as soon ns the lead* rs of the 
revolt leav e their g uns and saddlebags be­ 
h i n d t h e m a n d enter the field of civ il or 
gani/ .at ioi i a n d a c t i vi t y they will be sw al­ 
low e d u p by the property owning ela.-ses.

I want to talk to yo u a little while 
this ev ening as a friend deeply so licit­ 
o us fo r yo ur welfare. 
* >ur pro gram 
says “ Address” 1 wo uld rather say 
“ Perso nal Talk.” 
In the first place I want to co mmend 
the co urage and patrio tism sho wn by 
o ur yo ung men. 
It was the yo ung men 
o f the sixties who fo ught the battles 
fo r freedo m and the perpetuity o f o ur 
republican institutio ns. 
It was they 
who sprain into the v ery fo refro nt o f 
the co nflict and with splendid pro wess 
and co urage endured 
the fatiguing 
march, the brunt o f awful carnage and 
the wasting* o f wo unds and sickness in 
the ho spital and priso n pens. 
At this, 
ano ther call, the brav e and lo yal so ns 
o f these wo rthy v eterans are ready to 
go to the struggle in behalf o f right­ 
eo us and humane principles. 1 say all 
hail to the splendid co urage and patri­ 
o tism which urges o ur yo ung men to 
meet the present crisis. 
But friends, 
1 wo uld call attentio n to o ther testings 
which require a greater co urage and 
strength than to face the sho t and 
shell fro m the enemiesf batteries. May 
yo u be equally brav e and stro ng in the 
face o f these. 
Alas, many a man who 
has 
been 
brav e eno ugh 
to carry 
the adv ancing co lo rs to the v ery ram ­ 
parts o f the enemies' wo rks, has go ne 
do wn in igno minio us defeat, in the 
presence o f these o ther fo es. 
Many a 
yo ung man has jo ined the army to his 
ruin. I co v et fo r each o f yo u that man­ 
ly Christian strength which shall en­ 
able yo u to be mo re than co nquero rs 
o v er ev ery heart fo e,thro ugh him that 
lo v ed yo u. 
1 think that all the mo tiv es which 
o rdinarily appeal to o ne fo r careful 
liv ing are especially fo rced upo n yo u. 
The v ieitudee and expo sures o f war 
greatly increase yo ur perils and tho se 
e n e m i e s which blight and blast the 
so ul will seize their o ppo rtunity. 
And 
yet yo ur adv antages fo r such careful, 
tho ughtful liv ing will bo greatly les- 
- ned. 
The a w fu l sco rges o f war are 
no t all enumerated when yo n hav e 
named the death ro ll, the bereav ed 
ho mes and the despo iled 
po ssessio ns. 
Hie mo ral co ntaminatio ns so o ften in­ 
cident to army life art* lo o ked upo n by 
many with the greatest dread. 
The 
effects o f o ur civ il war in this respect 
were felt lo ng years afterward. 
Ho w 
many seemed to leav e behind them all 
religio us aspiratio ns and duties when 
they signed the muster ro ll and went 
into camp. Many a yo ung man who went 
away an activ e Christian came ho me 
at the end o f the struggle, ruined 
in mo ral life and character. 
Yo ung 
men, I lo o k upo c the mo ral perils o f 
u my life as by far the greatest dangers 
yo u will meet. 
Yo u may nev er hear 
he so und of musketry, o r see the en- 
•un\ in battle array; but yo u will meet 
the dev il's fo rces as they deplo y them­ 
selv es fo r actio n in an army camp. 
Yo ur greatest struggle will be to main- 
uin yo ur mo ral integrity in the midst 
<f the influences which surro und yo u. 
So me o f yo u who hav e been at State 
Encampments kno w just what 1 mean. 
Let us enumerate so me o f the ele- 
nents in the struggle. 
In the first 
dace I think I am right in saying that 
o u will hav e to stand up against the 
nfluence of a lo wered ideal o r stand­ 
ard of mo ral life. 
Peo ple do n't expect 
is much mo rality of a so ldier as they 
Io of an o rdinary citizen. 
Yo u will be 
tempted to lo wer yo ur o wn standard. 


it seems to bo expected that a so ldier 
will swear, drink, be lo o se in mo ral life 
and irregular generally. 
One meets 
with a i-tro ng influence when he has to 
stand up against the temptatio n to liv e 
satisfied with a lo w mo rality, and such 
a temptatio n will co me with great fo rce 
when peo ple do no t expect mo re o f o ne 
“Take tho se pictures off tho se walls, 
sir," said an artist to his student who 
had lined his ro o m with inferio r pic­ 
ture, “ Let o nly the masters be yo ur 
co mpanio ns ” 
The 
applicatio n 
is 
apparent, banish yo ur lo wer ideals. 
Let o nly the no blest examples inspire 
yo u. Hav e yo ur o wn standard o f mo ral 
life a high o ne. 
Then again, yo u will 
meet ano ther temptatio n in the strange 
tendency to ridicule religio us things. 
It seems to be regarded as a weakness 
to be religio us, a kind o f a feminine 
attribute unbeco ming to the real so l­ 
dier. 
11 is so mething that will do fo r 
mo ther and sister and the girls at 
ho me and the preacher, but hardly in 
keeping with the so ldier’s pro fessio n. 
Take the experience o f o ur gallant 
Majo r-General O. O. Ho ward as an il­ 
lustratio n. 
Hear him tell o f so me o f 
his trials at West Po int, 
In relating 
his experience he to ld ho w he brav ed 
the ridicule o f the cadets by go ing to 
religio us serv ices and do ing wo rk in 
the Sunday Scho o l. 
He said that it 
co st him mo re to take his stand and run 
the gauntlet o f their sco ffs and sneers 
than it did later to face the canno n and 
musketry o f the battle field. 
“ Hut,'’ 
said he, “ I gripped my Bible, shut my 
eyes and went fo r mo ther’s hake.' 
( hicken-hearted to be a Christian j 
No indeed, rather the manliest thing a 
man ev er did, and o ne requiring a 
great deal mo re co urage than to ridi. 
cule. 
Again yo u will meet and be thro wn 
into clo se co ntact with ev il co mpanio ns 
and so me of these are stro ng charac­ 
ters and will wield a great influence 
fo r ev il. 
Oppo rtunities fo r ev il alo ng 
certain lines will also bo greatly multi­ 
plied. 
1 am no t talking abo ut so me­ 
thing o f which 1 am who lly igno rant- 
This I do kno w, that in my experience 
as a pasto r I hav e kno wn sf v o ral yo ung 
men who hav e started o ut grandly in a 
Christian life, but who hav e been d e ­ 
feated and led astray simply by the 
influences bro ught to bear upo n them 
during a week o r ten days’ encamp­ 
ment; and besides i hav e talked freely 
and frankly with o ld so ldiers who hav e 
had their eyes o pen and kno w the drift 
o f things. 


•‘Vico Is a m o nster o f such frigh tful mien 
As to be shunned needs b u t to be seen ; 
Hut seen to o o f t. fam iliar wit h its face. 
We first endure, th en pity, th en er,,brace." 
Ano ther serio us fact is this 
These 
assaults upo n me’s mo ral and religio us 
life, fo r the so ldier, co me at the time 
when the restraints o f ho me and o ur 
ho me co mmunity are remo v ed. 
No 
o ne can o v er-estimate the v alue o f 
helpful surro undings. 
Ho w refining 
and uplifting the asso ciatio n o f mo ther, 
ho me, sisters and friends—pure, no ble 
wo manho o d. 
To o o ften tho se of the 
baser so rt frequent the so ldier’s camp. 
The struggle fo r character is great 
in all pro fessio ns. 
I n no o ther is o ne’s 
pathway beset with greater difficulties 
than that o f the so ldier. But while o ne 
must no t be o btrusiv e in his pro fessio n 
no r o v er-sanctimo nio us o r pio us-like in 
his attitude and bearing to wards o th­ 
ers, yet o ne can be genuinely and sin- 
cerely religio us and with true manly 
dignity maintain his Christian integri­ 
ty, ev en in a so ldier’s life. 
Ev ery true 
man will respect him. 
It is religio us 
cant and insincerity which is at a dis- 
c rnnt after all. 
Thank Go d there are co nspicuo us 
examples o f true genuineness in the 
midst o f all the difficulties incident 
to a so ldier’s lifo . 
I 
hav e heard 
o f Capt. A. T. Mahan, U. S. A., 
thro ugh so me o f his splendid bo o ks, 
no tably his Life o f Napo leo n, snd his 
bo o k o n o ur nav y, but I was gratified 
to see that he recently had appeared 
in a new ro le. 
He accepted an inv ita­ 
tio n to giv e his testimo ny to the reality 
and v alue o f religio n, in o ne o f the re­ 
cent Lenten serv ices in Bro o klyn, and 
in the presence o f an unusually large 
and intelligent co ngregatio n he to ld 
the simple sto ry o f his perso nal trust 
in a liv ing Sav io ur. One who heard 
him, says “ the unaffected simplicity, 
blended 
with 
high 
intellectuality 
sho uld make the testimo ny an antido te 
to the indifferauee of many and 
the 
flippancy and sneers of tho se who in­ 
sinuate that “ religio n, in this age, 
will do o nly fo r o ld men, wo men and 
children.” 
After speaking of his belief, as ex­ 
pressed in the Apo stles’ Creed, he said, 
“ What hav e 1 to say o f my experience? 
I sho uld say in the wo rds of the Psalm* 
i-;t, ‘Tho u, Lo rd, has nev * r failed them 
that trust Tuee.’ 
It is, I think, the 
ho pefulness o f religio n that has mo st 
impressed itself as the result of my ex­ 
perience and I am no t o naturally o f 
^anguine temper. 
Go d has sto o d by 
me so o fteu, surely 1 can trust him 
no w." 
Many o ther like beautiful thing-, be 
-aid which ev idently came fro m a great 
sincere so ldier's heart. 
Friends, in the so ldier's life general­ 
ly the struggle fo r Christian character 
nay be beset w i t h peculiar difficulties, 
but no matter ho w hard these are, 
there is no t o ne o f yo u but what may 
maintain yo ur 
Christ ia n 
manho o d; 
“Go d's ato p the dev il” always and ev ­ 
e n .v here and in ev ery place yo ur lo t 


may fall yo u may be assured o f his 
presence and help. 
Lo t me giv e yo u a 
so ldier’s text, “ The Angel o f the Lo rd 
o nco mpasseth ro und abo ut them that 
fear Him and deliv ereth ¡them.” This 
ev idently speaks o f co nflict and deliv ­ 
erance. 
“ But my Go d shall supply all

The N orw ich w as a hark of about 700 
ioiiH, ply in g between J iverpooi an d the 
South Am erican coast, an d she carried 
trom f j to 15 passen gers on her outw'ard 
trip. 
Of the tfin pas.H Ugi-rs tw o w ere 
servan t girls goin g out tf) E n glish fa m ­ 
ilies, five were men who w - r e in search 
of hi-alth or ad ven ture, an d the other 
tliree fon si-ted o f a man , hbs wife an d a 
d aughter JU y ears old . 
'J he crew w as 
mad e u{) of 
Jd iglishmen , A merican s, 
Swed es an d 
lascars an d w as n either 
hi tter n or worse than tho average. T h a t 
trouhh» came, followed by a trag(?d y , 
was n ot th eir fa ult as a < rew, though 
some of them iuul to sufTer for it. 
It w as m y sc(;on d voy age jih an a p ­ 
pren tice, an d though I w as n ot taken 
in to the con fid en ce of the m en I cuin e 
to kn ow all. 
From the hour of takin g 
com m an d C aptain Shaw sliowed him self 
to he oiKL of the most (Tuel an d hard 
hearted m asters afloat. He had been a l­ 
lowed to select n ew m ates to please 
himself, an d they Were m en after his 
own lieart. W e w» ere n ot y et off soun d ­ 
in gs w hen the officers began kn ockin g 
the im-n aliout, an d in sid e of three d ay s 
the crew w ere a un it in d eclarin g th a t 
the hark w as a floatin g hell.

The pas.sen gers, or a 
part of them, were c» u han d to give evi­ 
d en ce in favor of tho crewq an d th en 
w as m uch publio .<y mpathy ex presstil. 
hut Iw us the on ly on e who escaped pun 
ishm en t. 
Tw o men got im prison ed foi 
life an d all the others received sen ­ 
ten ces of from 5 to 15 y ears. 
As I w;is 
on ly a boy it was argued that 1 eouhi 
have kn ow n n othin g, an d in d eed all the 
men testiliid tiiat siuTi was the ca.^e. 
though soiu(‘ of the jurors thought that 
luy stickin g to the ship w as an act call 
iug for some sort ot puui.<hmeut. 
Haro 
as w as the jaiuisiimen t of the men . had 
we reached the Moorish coast aud got 
ashore their fate would probably have 
l-eeu worse, as each 
an d every on e 
w ould have been sold in to slavery for 
liie.
